Ward 6 Councilmember Tommy Wells has 
released the report of his Task Force on Juvenile 
Crime. It includes a map showing that 13% of 
the juvenile offenders in Washington lived in 
Near SW (zip code 20024). Most of the recom¬ 
mendations would require action by the D.C. 
Council or D.C. government agencies. The 
report is on his website, www.tommywells.org. 

Councilmember Wells intends to follow 
up with three community meetings, each in 
a different neighborhood, “seeking input [on] 
how best we should move forward with the rec¬ 
ommendations.” After those meetings he will 
introduce legislation in the DC Council. 

His website also includes several pages of 
suggestions the public offered by email. Samples 
of suggestions from Near Southwest include 
“curfews”, “after school programs,” “Kites for 
Peace,” “start talking seriously about the Gang 
Problem,” “Values, taught in schools,” “Rec 
center activities till midnight,” “Reopen Police 
Club #4,” “engage youth in their own case 
management,” “training classes for school per¬ 
sonnel,” “additional floodlighting near con¬ 
struction,” “education system must reach into 
the homes,” “need full time youth coordinator,” 
“more Roving Leaders,” and “youth commu¬ 
nity service corps.” 

Summaries of meetings of the Wells task 
force included this comment about the Family 
Strengthening Collaboratives in DC: [Coun¬ 
cilmember Wells] “identified the Collaboratives 
as organizations that have been working in 
the District for over 20 years; citing that they 
have proven lasting power. He also emphasized 
that the city puts $14 million per year into the 
Collaboratives and they are the focus of what 
we want to be neighborhood-based action for 
at-risk families.”

new, polished retail space. Councilmember 
Kwame Brown (At Large) also joined a host 
of local and development dignitaries includ¬ 
ing project architect Shalom Baranes, Vor- 
nado/Charles E. Smith’s Mitchell Schear, 
Forest City’s Deborah Ratner Salzberg, and 
Safe way’s Craig Muckle, as well as our won 
ANC6D Commissioners Andy Litsky and 
David Sobelsohn. 

Assuring us that development in South¬ 
west is a priority for his administration, 
Mayor Fenty promised the neighborhood a 
“Fourth Street Corridor with a Main Street 
feel” as he donned a hard hat for photos in 
front of the two eight-story concrete struc¬ 
tures which now frame the emerging new 
street. The city has shown its support for the 
first major project of Southwest renewal by 
moving several city agencies to the buildings 
at Waterfront Station: the District of Colom¬ 
bia’s Chief Financial Officer, the Department 
of Transportation, the Department of Plan¬ 
ning, and the Department of Consumer and 
Regulatory Affairs.

Historic Call Boxes 
Become Works of Art

Fourteen of the 32 abandoned police and 
fire call boxes scattered throughout Southwest 
have found new life as works of art display¬ 
ing prize-winning cherry blossom images and 
will be formally dedicated on the afternoon 
of Saturday, April 11, during the National 
Cherry Blossom Festival. The dedication will 
be at 7th St. SW & Maine Ave. SW near the 
Disabled American Veterans building. Maps 
will be available for self-guided walking tours 
of the 14 refurbished call boxes located from 
Independence Ave. & 14th St. SW to the Fort 
McNair area. 

Southwest’s call box project is part of a 
citywide plan to preserve these historic street 
fixtures by turning them into neighborhood 
works of art. The SWNA Call Box Project 
with the financial support of our partner Cul¬ 
tural Tourism DC, and the painting help of 
our youthful Earth Conservation Corps part¬ 
ners, has located and painted all these once 
rusty call boxes using the light blue of the sky, 
the marine blue of the water, and a bit of pink 
for the cherry blossoms as our neighborhood 
trademark. 

Last year, Call Box Project members entered 
into a partnership with the National Cherry 


Blossom Festival to celebrate our mutual goal 
of enhancing the community’s role as the 
“Cherry Blossom Capital” of Washington, 
DC. Working with Festival President Diana 
Mayhew and Festival Programmer Lillian 
Iversen, our members chose from the Festival’s 
prize winning cherry blossom art work for call 
box installation. 

2009 will see the completion of the first 
stage of the Call Box Project. These completed 
call boxes are considered the most vulnerable 
to damage during the current and ongoing 
construction work near the waterfront. It is 
believed that given their new status as art¬ 
work, these historic call boxes will be handled 
with care. 

It is hoped that the community will enjoy 
seeing Southwest’s newly restored call boxes 
and that more artists will come forth to show 
their artwork and that the Call Box Project 
will gain community support to complete the 
project. We have just as many call boxes left 
to remodel. Think Marvin Gaye, A1 Jolson, 
Lewis Jefferson, Sr., even think The Titanic. 
There are more Southwest call boxes calling 
for art.

LBJ Called “Greatest Civil Rights President in History”

At the Feb. 23 SWNA meeting the Key¬ 
note Address was given by Ofield Dukes, 
former staff to Vice President Hubert H. 
Humphrey. 

“How Lyndon Baines Johnson, the Great¬ 
est Civil Rights President In American His¬ 
tory, Laid The Foundation For The Election 
Of President Barack Obama,” was Mr. Dukes’ 
title. He recited the vital importance of Presi¬ 
dent Johnson’s pushing for the landmark leg-

islation adopted during his 
term. 

Mr. Dukes recounted how 
he came to Washington from 
Detroit in 1964 and lived at 
800 4th St. SW, when Capi¬ 
tal Park was the first new 
residence in SW and Inter¬ 
state 395 was a hole in the 
ground. “Our entertainment 
was The Place Where Louie 
Dwells in the basement of 
Waterside Mall”, he said.) 

In 1964 in his first year 
in office, President Johnson 
persuaded Congress to pass the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964, outlawing most forms of racial 
segregation, including employment, voting, 
public accommodations, and education. 

Mr. Dukes was present when President 
Johnson assembled 70 leading business execu¬ 
tives in the East Room of the White House, to 
ask what they wanted him to do to strengthen 
the economy - like depletion allowances - and 
told the businessmen that there were millions 
of Americans with abilities and willingness to 
work, who were being kept from working by 
their color. The businessmen, he said, needed 
to support passage of the Civil Rights Act. 

President Johnson phoned Minority Lead¬ 
er Senator Everett Dirksen at his home, 
complimented Mrs. Dirksen for her delicious 
pie, and persuaded the Senator to support the

Civil Rights Act. 

Mr. Dukes related how 
a Southern Congressman, 
intending to sabotage the 
Civil Rights bill, had Title 
VII on discrimination in 
employment amended to 
include discrimination based 
on sex. President Johnson 
accepted the amendment 
because he had learned that 
women in the Federal Service 
were discriminated against. 
The very first lawsuits under 
the Civil Rights Act were by 
women working for AT&T and TWA. 

President Johnson’s next success was the 
Voting Rights Act signed on Aug. 6, 1965, 
which Mr. Dukes stated laid the foundation 
for millions of those who voted for President 
Barack Obama in 2008. 

Mr. Dukes also reported on a meeting of 
historians in celebration of the anniversary of 
the Civil Rights Act. Some historians termed 
President Johnson “a civil rights revolution¬ 
ary,” something that was never said of Presi¬ 
dent Abraham Lincoln, despite his signing of 
the Emancipation Proclamation, Mr. Dukes 
noted.
